Tories, New Democrats 
claim political victory 


A year after the federal elec¬ 
tion both the Conservatives 
and New Democrats are claim¬ 
ing pohtical victory — while a 
new poll suggests the two are 
actually in a dead heat. 

But the third-place Liberals 
say neither should get too com¬ 
fortable. 

It was a day of looking back 
and looking forward as all 
three major parties marked the 
historic May 2, 2011, election, 
which returned the Tories with 
a majority government, saw 
the New Democrats surge into 
Opposition and the Liberals re¬ 
duced to a rump third party. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper warned feUow Tory MPs 
not to rest on their laurels, but 
to keep working on the party’s 
plans for prosperity. 

“A majority mandate cannot 
change who we are and how 
we govern. Our values are our 
values, our commitments to 
Canadians must be honoured,” 
he said.

“But our majority does give 
us the opportunity to look at 
the bigger picture and to focus 
on the longer term.” 

Harper said the financial 
crises of the last few years 
might not be a passing phe¬ 
nomenon for many countries 
and there’s a historic shift in 
world economic power and 
wealth. 

“We as Canadians must de¬ 
cide that we wiU be on the right 
side of that history,” he said.

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Dexter’s remarks threaten 
labour talks: Nurses’ union 


Collective bargaining. 

Premier in turn calls 
his layoff comment 
‘blindingly obvious’

Premier Darrell Dexter is jeop¬ 
ardizing good-faith bargaining 
on the eve of negotiations 
between 6,500 nurses and 
the province, the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Nurses’ Union charged on 
Wednesday. 

At issue is a comment Dex¬ 
ter made regarding an arbitrat¬ 
ed settlement between Nova 
Scotia Government Employees 
Union Local 42, which repre¬ 
sents 3,600 health-care profes¬ 
sionals in the Capital Health 
district. 

Dexter told reporters on 
Tuesday that, with a finite 
funding envelope and raises 
that will cost the province be¬ 
tween $3.3 milhon and $4.9 
million, the union could be 
facing layoffs. 

“The fact that (Dexter) is 
musing that if we would ex¬ 
pect the same raise that he 
and Capital Health gave to the 
registered nurses there, that

we wouldn’t anticipate that? 
... 1 don’t just anticipate it, I ex¬ 
pect it,” NSNU president Janet 
Hazelton said. 

But in response to questions 
from reporters and opposition 
parties on Wednesday, Dexter 
said he was simply pointing 
out the “bhndingly obvious.” 

“You have a finite amount 
of money. If you have (wage) 
increases that are not support¬ 
able, then you have very few 
choices. 

“As 1 said yesterday,” he add¬ 
ed, “we’re going to support the 
budgets that have come for¬ 
ward from the district health 
authorities. I said yesterday 
as well that we would want 
to work with the employees, 
the district health authorities 
on some of the paths that we 
have aheady taken ... around 
merged services and finding ef¬ 
ficiencies.” 

Registered nurses repre¬ 
sented by the NSGEU may 




have set the precedent for this 
fight. Previously, public-sector 
unions had been held to the 
one-one-one model: One per 


cent raises each year for three 
years. 

In October 2011, members 
of NSGEU Local 97 were award¬ 


ed an arbitrated settlement 
that will see their wages rise 
by 5.1 per cent in the final year 
of their contract.

Five-day run 


• Cirque du soleil’s Dralion 
began its five-day, 
eight-performance 
run Wednesday night 
at the Metro Centre. 
There is another show 
Thursday and then two 
performances on Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Marie-Eve Bisson spins so 
fast in her aerial hoop, she 
blurs. 

The five-foot-two acrobat 
from Quebec City said it’s 
pretty much the same for 
her. 

“I see nothing — it’s 
too fast,” she said Wednes¬ 
day during a practice for 
the Cirque du soleil show 
Dralion at the Halifax Metro 
Centre. 

“The last spin where 1 
spin so quickly ... that 1 can’t 
see an 3 d:hing, and the tricky 
part of it is to stop facing 
forward. I have a turn and a 
half to find myself and stop.” 

The 32-year-old acrobat 
started at a very young age 
with nine years of dance 
training and six years of 
gymnastics. She tried out 
the aerial hoop for Cirque 
14 years ago, and now it’s 
second nature. 

“It’s a lifelong process be¬ 
cause I would not be able to 
do that if not for dance and 
gymnastics.” 

In Dralion, a show of east- 
meets-west, where the four 
elements (earth, air, wind 
and fire) learn to work in 
harmony, Bisson plays the 
fire woman. 

“The main character of 
the fire is a man and he’s a

warrior and very tough,” Bis¬ 
son explained. “When I get 
into the scene, he gets a little 
weaker and we play a seduc¬ 
tion game.” 

Alejandro “Toro” Cuenca 
is also on the fire team, but 
his technique is not so much 
spinning as it is jumping off 
a nine-metre stage onto a 
trampoline. And throwing 
some tricks in there on the 
way down — and up. Two 
male trampolinists represent 
fire and the two women rep¬ 
resent water in the show. 

“I’m pla 3 dng drums also,” 
Cuenca said. Besides the 
clowns, and artists able to 
perform mind-bending (and 
body-bending) acts, Dralion 
also features several musi¬ 
cians and singers. 

With almost four years 
with the Cirque under his 
belt, Cuenca said the 30-foot 
drop is nothing. 

“In the beginning I was 
so afraid. I’m not afraid any¬ 
more,” he said. 

The 36-year-old Barcelona 
native started on the trampo¬ 
line at the age of 11 and spent 
20 years competing and

training with the Spanish 
gymnastics team.

Fisheries minister wants clarification 
from feds on vessel operation changes 


Fisheries and Aquaculture 
Minister Sterling BeUiveau is 
asking his federal counterpart 
to clarify Ottawa’s position on 
potential changes to the fish¬ 
ing industry. 

BeUiveau rose in the legisla¬ 
ture Wednesday to ask for aU- 
party support in asking Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper and 
Fisheries Minister Keith Ash- 
field to explain where they 


stand on fleet separation and 
owner-operator pohcies, which 
aUow the owners of fishing ves¬ 
sels to also operate them. 

“The separation of the in¬ 
dependent (fishermen) is what 
made the economic engines 
that kept these communities 
viable,” said BelUveau Wednes¬ 
day. 

“That is crucial.” 

The Liberal caucus sug¬ 


gested an aU-party delegation 
be sent to Ottawa to press the 
matter. The Progressive Con¬ 
servatives criticized the minis¬ 
terial statement as being overly 
partisan. 

But because aU three parties 
were at pains to estabUsh the 
fact they were the first to raise 
the issue, all-party support is 
unUkely.

Muskrat Falls review 


Premier Darrell Dexter prom¬ 
ised Wednesday he would 
introduce regulatory changes 
if necessary to ensure that the 
province’s utility regulator has 
the authority to review the sub¬ 
sea link of the proposed Musk¬ 
rat Falls hydroelectric project. 

“If it requires that there is 
regulatory change to ensure 
that the project comes to the 
Utility and Review Board, we 
will see that is done,” he told 
the legislature. 

Dexter’s commitment came 
hours after the Utility and Re¬ 
view Board’s chairman said it 
would only be able to examine 
the subsea link if a utility it 
regulates, such as Nova Scotia 
Power, were to file an applica¬ 
tion for review. 

Peter Gumham told the 
legislature’s public accoimts 
committee that in the case 
of the $1.2-billion subsea link 
between Newformdland and 
Nova Scotia, that would likely 
involve an application from the 
private utility company — not 
its parent company, Emera, 
which is beyond its jurisdiction. 

“If it’s to be built by some¬ 
body else ... then we would not 
have the jurisdiction to look at 
it,” Gumham told the commit¬ 
tee. 

Emera would fimd the 
180-kilometre link between 



Gape Ray, N.L., and Lingan, if 
the $6.2-billion venture in Lab¬ 
rador is sanctioned. 

A spokeswoman for Em¬ 
era said an application for re¬ 
viewing the subsea link would 
be submitted. 

After his committee ap¬ 
pearance, Gumham said he 
received a briefing from Emera 
ofiBcials when a term sheet to 
develop the project was an- 
noimced in late 2010 and they 
told him Nova Scotia Power 
would build the link. 

Gumham said he has no 
indication of when that would 
happen. 

But Liberal committee mem¬ 
ber Andrew Yoimger said Gum- 
ham’s comments should raise 
concerns because if the subsea 
link is built by an entity other 
than Nova Scotia Power, the 
board would not get a chance 
to scmtinize it as Dexter has 
said it would, the Canadian press 


Citadel High. Police say 
gun call at school a hoax 


Police say reports of someone 
with a gun at Gitadel High 
School on Wednesday turned 
out to be pure fiction. 

Just after noon, police re¬ 
ceived a third-hand report that 
someone might be carrying a 
gun at the school. 

Gonst. Brian Palmeter with 
Halifax Regional Police said 
officers then arrested a male 
youth allegedly in possession of 
a handgun, but no weapon was 
foimd. The person in custody 
was not a student at the school, 
he added. 

After an investigation, Pal¬ 
meter said the information pro¬ 
vided turned out to be a hoax 
and that the youth wasn’t in 
possession of a gun. 

He has since been released 
without charges. 


“We are comfortable to say 
the information wasn’t accur¬ 
ate and the person at the school 
didn’t have a gun,” Palmeter 
said. 

“It’s an unfortunate waste 
of resources,” he added. “A case 
like this we obviously have to 
respond.... We tied up a num¬ 
ber of resources in a case where 
resources weren’t needed.” 

Police say they know where 
the original information came 
from and are investigating 
whether charges for misleading 
police are warranted.

NDP accused of 
deception over jobs 

Nova Scotia Gonservatives 
say the government misled 
the public this week when 
it announced a plan to 
relocate some civil-service 
jobs from Halifax to rural 
areas. 

The government said 
Monday it was moving 93 
positions from Halifax, 
including 25 workers 
with a Justice Department 
program that collects 
court-ordered spousal- and 
child-support payments. 

But Toiy Leader Jamie 
BaiUie said a number of the 
jobs in that program are ac¬ 
tually coming from offices 
in Kentville, New Glasgow 
and Amherst. 

“The government should 
say what it is really doing... 
to pitch that this is all about 


moving jobs from Halifax to 
rural Nova Scotia when at 
least in this case that’s not 
true,” BaiUie told reporters. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said Wednesday there had 
been a plan to move those 
positions to HaUfax, but 
that idea was scrapped in 
favour of relocating them to 
New Waterford. He insisted 
the government was up¬ 
front about its plans. 

“We have said exactly 
where those jobs come 
from and where they are 
going to,” said Dexter. 

“They (the Tories) are 
picking on the fact that 
there is a fairly smaU num¬ 
ber of jobs in other parts of 
Nova Scotia that were going 
to be consoUdated that are 
now going to Gape Breton.”

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Viral video. Cabbie who 
allegedly ran over man 
gets bail, can drive again 


A taxi driver who allegedly 
ran over a man in a dramatic 
incident seen on a YouTube 
video is now allowed to get 
back behind the wheel. 

A judge granted bail Wed¬ 
nesday to Guercy Edmond, 
while fellow cabbies crowded 
around the Montreal court¬ 
house and greeted the deci¬ 
sion by ceremoniously honk¬ 
ing their horns. 

The 47-year-old taxi driver 
was released after a hearing 
where details emerged about 
his highly publicized case. 
There were allegations of a 
racially charged encounter 
with three intoxicated clients 
that supposedly escalated dur¬ 
ing a ride in the wee hours 
Sunday. 

After hearing the testi¬ 
mony a judge declared that 
Edmond — who is accused 
of four crimes, including hit- 
and-run — clearly acted in 
panic. 

The judge scolded the pros¬ 
ecution for keeping the man 
in jail since the weekend, and 
also chided it for failing to 
produce any video evidence 
in court. 

The judge fumed that even 
he had seen the images, on 
TV, and expressed exaspera-

Black’s future 
in business 
uncertain 


Prison release. Black, 
critics express doubt 
about the media

When former media baron 
Conrad Black is released from 
prison this week, he returns 
to a media landscape far dif¬ 
ferent from the one he walked 
away from a decade ago. 

Whether he will want to 
jump back into the world he 
once dominated is unknown, 
but those who have followed 
his rise and fall from grace 
say Black could still wield in¬ 
fluence, though likely not at a 
public company.

Norah Jones has a piano in 
her kitchen. You need look

Little Broken Hearts little 
resembles Jones’ previous 
four solo albums, from the 
vampy cover photo to its 
lyrical content and vaguely 
psychedelic sound.

I meet Mark Ruffalo at a 
mid-town Toronto hotel to 
chat about The Avengers 
not realizing it represented 
a coming home of sorts 
for the actor.
